DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 1-10. 
The present invention is a color sensor for generating color information defining colors 
of an input image. Independent claim 1 identify the distinct feature "pixel processors 
each receiving the outputs from the two transducer comprising the transducer pair 
associated with a pixel, and for generating in response a color feature vector 
representative of the brightness of the light incident on the pixel and a color value 
corresponding to the ratio of outputs from the transducers". The closest prior art to 
Tamagawa et al (US 5,887,087) and Ott et al. (US 6,469, 804) respectively show 
array of transducers with plurality of color pixel processors and difference between the 
color value of the pixel and neighboring pixels but fail to anticipate or render above 
limitation obvious when taken singularly or in combination. 

2. The following is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 11-12. 
The present invention is a color comparator for comparing color information of a first 
input image and a second input image. Independent claim 1 identify the distinct feature 
"pixel processors each receiving the outputs from the two transducer comprising the 
transducer pair associated with a pixel, and for generating in response a color feature 
vector representative of the brightness of the light incident on the pixel and a color value 
corresponding to the ratio of outputs from the transducers". The closest prior art to 
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Tamagawa et al (US 5,887,087) and Ott et al. (US 6,469, 804) respectively show 
array of transducers with plurality of color pixel processors and difference between the 
color value of the pixel and neighboring pixels but fail to anticipate or render above 
limitation obvious when taken singularly or in combination.
